known to Coronado, was killed in a 
wreck of the Royal Palm Limited or 
the afternoon of April 60i, on his way 
to Grand Rapids, Mich., from Coro- 
nado, where he has spent many win- 
ters. The accident occurred at New 
River, Tenn., as the result of spread- 
ing rails on a rock ledged curve. 
Three coaches and three Pullman care 
were derailed, the rock ledges ripping 
the entire sides out of the cars and 
causing the fatalities by that condi- 
tion, a survivor claiming that the 
steel cars were ripped open like tin 
cans. Mr. Parks was in company with 
Mr. and Mrs. Lemmon, who had spent 
the winter in Coronado, and was on 
his way back to the Soldiers' Home 
at Grand Rapids, where he made ins 
home.

That was in 
the olden days, however,: for there is 
not enough water at :pr<ssent for the 
freighters and big passenger boats. 
I have often wondered why this inlet 
was not deepened and jetties-of rock 
laid down. This is a;^ossibility of the 
future that looms trig*'! think. There 
ifs no reason why New.; :gmyrna and 
Coronado should not be seaports, with 
all the important revalue this ad- 
vantage will bring. Th^ fisheries of 
the district is a valuable one, and 
shrimp and oysters' are important 
parts of the line. Quite a few people 
derive considerable ^avenue from the 
fisheries 
at 
Coronado 
and 
New 


Smyrna. 


A person who attempts to describe 


the sea is, in my opinion, either foolish 
or brave. As I do not class this in 
any way as a "description" of the At- 
lantic as I noted it at Coronado,, \ 
hope I may be forgiven and not judged 
too harshly. At the first glance one 
is struck by the coloring where blues 
and greens blend. Artists tell us this 
is very, very difficult, but it seems 
that nature has accomplished it here. 
The breakers at times are boisterous 
and there is a deep sound to their 
rolling that makeB one think of a huge 
organ. 
These sounds come and go, 


graduating from a sort of murmuring 
to veritable thunder—and yet there is 
sound to it—distinct tones. 
The 


breakers toss in ranks as you observe 
them by looking down the shore line. 
Atop is snowy white, and below thay 
are so very transparent that you often 
see schools of fish swimming along 
apparently in the air. It gives one a 
topsy-turvy feeling, and yet it is all 
very- very beautiful and fascinating. 
The monotony of sound brings on a 
dr,eamy feeling and expression, just 
akin to that which comes from gazing 
in a fireplace. 


Away down the beach you can see 


tiny dots. These are people, probably, 
and such is the clarity of the air you 
have a very long vision indeed. When 
the combers break and recede you 
will see beach birds that race down 
with the receding waters in their 
search for sand fleas that are left 
high up but burrow quickly. The gulls 
are ever present, and frequently you 
see long lines of pelicans wending 
their Koluni way to the north or south. 
In direct contrast with their cumber- 
some flying you note the gulls, some 
of them huge fellows, with a spread of 
wing that denqtes them world-travel- 
ers. There are many things that will 
delight and interest the visitors on 
this beach at Coronado, and a world 
of healthy sun:.;hine, to absorb which 
means a new lease of life on this old 
sphere. 


I could never get the layout of those 


numerous creelcs that seem to roam 
around the district willy-nilly. They 
are extremely puzzling, for, owing to 
the influences of the tirtes. they run 
one way a part of the day, 
and 


another part of the day. The action 
of the waters causes a migration of 
the salt water fish, that go up the 
waterways with 
the 
influx of the 


"flood" in search of food. This hap- 
pens twice every 24 hours and makes 
the flsMoe extremely good. 
In the 


river channel the tide "hits it on 
high" and there is at least a six-miles- 
an-hour tide at times. This, of course, 
depends on wind and weather condi- 
tions . ''on the outside."

Some pretty authen- 
tis records give New Smyrna as the 
oldest town in the United States, if 
this be true, and 1 have no reason to 
doubt it. it is one of the spryest old 
youngsters I have encountered in some 
time, tor what is going on now is xn 
indication of youth—that exuberance 
we always associate with a childhood 
that just learned the uses of its limbs, 
arms and voice, and is using them to 
make itself seen, heard and felt. 
Candidly, someone has rubbed the dew 
off New Smyrna and found the value 
of the jewel underneath. 


I have always admired the district 


from a beauty standpoint, and the 
very.very ancient history connected 
with it has always been an interesting 
study. New Smyrna, was old at fhe 
time of old Dr. Turnfauli, who lived 
here with a large following over a 
century and a half ago. This old 
gentleman cleared some of the dense 
hammock, planted cane and indigo, 
dug huge canals, and when deserted 
by his followers, disappeared—and it 
seems no man knows where. But, 
during his time, there were old shell 
mound,-, that concealed the ruins of 
a fort so very old, buried so deep in 
the shell that even this hardy adven- 
turer never dreamed o£ it. Extremely 
picturesque ruins of an old mission 
lie just about two miles out to the west 
and such was tiie exquisite workman- 
ship oE those ancient artisans that 
the arches stand after centuries have 
rolled around. 


When that portion of the 
East 


Coast uear New Smyrna began the 
making of shell roads, and removing 
shell trom the huge mounds in the 
district, the old fort was discovered. 
Late excavations have uncovered it 
all, anil it lies just a block oft the 
main street of the town. Right in 
town are some old wells, supposed to 
be the work of Turnbull and his fol- 
lowers, as well as a canal, that vas 
e^idently Jug for drainage purnose<; 
Another canal lies just to th" south, 
ami the Ipgcrd says that tin- Uv-t wi^ 
uiih" 
t>y hand 
by female "live, in 


charge of nlacl 'ove-seers. 
However 


the canals were hu.'t (J. y urc -or- 
viceable and in t'ne corllticr tocl'V. 
Excavations in other tLounns have 
brought to light many relics of early 
Indian occupation. How tho railiion? 
of shells became heaped on the fort 
is beyond my understanding. 
It 


stands quite high above the river. 
I'll say In passing: The Indians must 
have been very fond ot oysters. 
But 


why cover the fort? 


New Smyrna has a \.t of things be- 


the sheer beauty of the scenery. The 
highway skirts the river's edge and 
crosses several creeks over causeways 
and bridges. Never have I made this 
drive without noting people fishing. 
For long distances the oaks meet over 
the road, and a certain section, which 
well named, has been called "ThP 
Bridal Arch." This is the East Coast 
Dixie Highway and it has been built 
to 
stand up under 
a tremendous 


amount of travel. It is a popular drive 
and thousands pass over it daily at 
all seasons of the year. Leading out 
to the west is that section of Volusia 
County's "Million Dollar Triangle," at 
the three points of which lie DeLand, 
Daytona and New Smytna. 


New Smyrna has been 
D< citrus 


growing section for a very long time, 
and lying in the old Turnbull Ham- 
mock are quite a few groves that pro- 
duce a fruit that could very easily 
bo called'incomparable. Just outside 
the town limits to the south is Hawks 
Park, pretty as picture and justly cele- 
brated for its fine fruit. Lota of nice 
folks live here in fine homes. About 
13 miles to the south is the nice little 
town of Oak Hill, also noted for its 
groves atMt farm tand«. Tea mites 
out is Indian Springs, a farming de- 
velopment of great promise. There is 
a colony here on medium to small 
acreages that is doing very well in- 
deed in the vegetable line. There is 
really a huge section devoted solely 
to the growing of Irish potatoes, with 
a few vegetable side lines, just off the 
Osteen road, out "DeLand way." and 
near Samsula, which is on the rail- 
road.

acreage has been named or njfc—I ,iid 
not learn—but I do know that it is 
good 
I looked over 40 acres of J M. 


Walters, who has a flawless field that 
should make anybody's heart swell 
with pride. 1 think. 
Farming with 


Mr. Wattcrs%is being conducted along 
modern hres. He has a full machin- 
ery complement. 
His home is the 


essence of comfort and there/ are a 
lot ot pretty growing things in his 
yard. As potato land I believe this is 
the, equal of any m the country. Tne 
drainage is well nigh perfect. It would 
be difficult to give an estimate of the 
barrels of potatoes that will come out 
of the forty acres'of Mr. Walters—and 
there are otlieis fields adjoining, all 
filled with potatoes, stretching away 
off to the horizon line. This potato 
industry is a real asset to New Smyr- 
na and the district.

Strict Automobile Regulation

no person under the age of 16 yeai" 
is premitted to drive a car in the city 
limits.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE 


OF THE CITY OP NEW SMYRNA, 
FLORIDA: THAT 


SECTION 1. No vehicle shall be 


driven or operated, or caused to be 
driven or operated, at a higher rate of 
speed than ten miles per hour within 
that portion of the territorial limit* 
of the City of New Smyrna bounded 
by the following streets: 


On the North by the North line of 


Washington Avenue, on the South by 
the South line o£ Lytle Avenue, on 
the East by the East line of Hillsboro 
Street, and on the West by the Flor- 
ida East Coast Railway, and no ve- 
hicle shall be driven or operated, or 
cause to be driven or operated, with- 
out the above described territorial 
limits in the City of New Smyrna, at 
a higher rate of speed than twenty -live 
miles per hour, nor shall any vehicle 
be driven or operated, or caused to be 
driven or operated within the limits 
of the City of New Smyrna at a speed 
greater than is reasonable and proper, 
having regard to the traffic and the 
use of the way by others nor at a 
speed so as to endanger the life or 
limb ot any person. 


SECTION 2. No person under the 


age of sixteen years shall operate any 
motorcycle, automobile, motor truck 
or tractor upon any of the streets of 
the City of New Smyrna. 


SECTION S. All automobiles or mo- 


tor cars shall be equipped with ouo 
good horn, gong or bell as a wanidg 
or signal device, and it shall be un- 
lawful t'or any person operating any 
automobile or motor-car to make, or 
cease to be made, any unnecessary 
noise with such horn or to use the 
game except as a warning of danger, 
and shall show between the period 
from one-half hour after sundown to 
one-half hour before sunrise two lamps 
showing wkite lights visible at a dis- 
tance of three hundred feet ahead, 
aad shall show to the rear a red light 
by a separate lamp placed on the real- 
left-hand side of the vehicle showing 
to the rear. It shall be unlawful lor 
any person to run an automobile or 
similar vehicle on the lighted streets 
of the City of New Smyrna with head 
light or searchlight, unless dimmers 
are used on the same.

corrugated or traction tires shall bo 
allowed upon the streets, avenues, or 
highways within the city limits.

freighters and big passenger boats 
I have often wondered why this inlet 
was not deepened and jetties- of rock 
laid down.

There 
ite no reason why New, :gmyrna and 
Coronado should not be seaports, with 
all the important rsyetue this ad- 
vantage will bring. The fisheries of 
the district is a valuable one, and 
shrimp and oysters' are important 
parts of the line.

A person who attempts to describe 


the sea is, in my opinion, either foolish 
or brave. As I do not class this in 
any way as a "description" of the At- 
lantic as I noted it at Cocon«d<t, I 
tope I may be forgiven and not judged 
too harshly. At the first glance one 
is struck by the coloring where bines 
and greens blend. Artists tell us this 
is very, very difficult, but it seems 
that nature has accomplished it here. 
The breakers at times are boisterous 
aad there is a deep sound to their 
rolling that makeB one think of a huge 
organ. 
These sounds come and go, 


graduating from a sort of murmuring 
to veritable thunder—and yet there is 
sound to it—distinct tones. 
The 


breakers toss in ranks as you observe 
them by looking down the shore line. 
Atop is snowy white, and below taay 
are so very transparent that you often 
see schools of fish swimming along 
apparently in the air. It gives one a 
topsy-turvy feeling, aud yet it is all 
very- very beautiful and fascinating. 
The monotony of sound brings on a 
dreamy feeling and expression, just 
akin to that which comes from gazing 
n a fireplace. 


Away down the beach you can see 


tiny dots. These are people, probably, 
and such is the clarity of the air you 
have a very long vision indeed. When 
he combers break and recede you 
will see beach birds that race down

There are many things that will 
elight and interest the visitors on 
his beach at Coronado, atul a world 
f healthy sun:.;hine, to absorb which 


means a new lease of life on this old 
phere. 
I could never get the layout of those 


numerous creeks that seem to roam 
around the district willy-nilly. They 
are extremely puzzling, for, owing to 
the Influences ot the tides, they run 
one way a part of the day, and 
another part of the day. The action 
of the waters causes a migration of 
the salt water fish, that go up the 
waterways with 
the 
influx of the 


"flood" in search of food. This hap- 
pens twice eTOry 24 hours and makes 
the flsMoe extremely good. 
In the 


river channel the tide "hits it on 
high" and there is at least a six-miles- 
an-hour tide at times. This, of course, 
depends on wind and weather condi- 
tions "on the outside."

NEW CITY LAW CALLS 


FOR SUNDAY CLOSING 


The blue laws have come to New 


Smyrna and tight Sunday closing will 
be a fact in this city by this time next 
month, according to" the provisions of 
an ordinance just passed by the city 
commission, the new law to becoxe 
effective thirty days from and after 
its passage. According to the provi- 
sions of the new city law all business 
places must be closed on Sunday, with 
the exception of drug stores, whien 
may remain open for the sale of drugs 
and filling prescriptions, garages, res- 
taurants and hotels. 


Strict Automobile Regulation 


Another ordinance passed by the 


city commission at its meeting this 
week provides for strict regulation of 
automobile traffic and parking on the 
streets, by the provisions of which a 
speed limit of 10 mUes per hour is 
required in the business district and 
no person under the age of 16 years 
is premitted to drive a car in the city 
limits. 


Curfew Ordinance Passed 


Children under the age of 16 will 


not be permitted to loiter on the 
streets after 9 o'clock in the evening, 
by the provisions of the new curfew 
ordinance, which is made effective at 
once. 


Regulating Keeping of Dogs

Ordinance No. 71 


An Ordinance to Regulate the Oper- 


ation of Automobiles and Other Ve- 
hicles Upon the Streets, Avenues and 
Alleys of the City ot New Smyrna, 
Florida, and Declaring the Same to 
be an Emergency Measure Necessary 
tor the Safety of the Citizens, Pedes- 
trlana and Other Persons Using the 
Streets, Avenues or All»ys of the City 
of New Smyrna,- Florida. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE 


OP THE CITY OF NEW SMYRNA, 
FLORIDA: THAT 


SECTION 1. No vehicle shall be 


driven or operated, or caused to be 
driven or operated, at a higher rate of 
speed than ten miles per hour within 
that portion of the territorial limit* 
of the City of New Smyrna bounded 
by the following streets: 


On the North by the North line of 


Washington Avenue, on the South by 
the South line o£ Lytle Avenue, on 
the East by the East line of Hillsboro 
Street, and on the West by the Flor- 
ida East Coast Railway, and no ve- 
hicle shall be driven or operated, or 
cause to be driven or operated, with- 
out the above described territorial 
limite in the City of New Smyrna, at 
a higher rate of speed than twenty-live 
miles per hour, nor shall any vehicle 
'be driven or operated, or caused to be] 
driven or operated within the limits j 
of the City of New Smyrna at a speed 
greater than is reasonable and proper, 
having regard to the traffic and the 
use of the way by others nor at a 
speed so an to endanger the life or 
limb ot any person. 


SECTION 2. No person under the 


age of sixteen years shall operate any 
motorcycle, automobile, motor truck 
or tractor upon any of the streets of 
the City of New Smyrna. 


SECTION S. All automobiles or mo- 


tor cars shall be equipped with ouo 
good horn, gong or bell as a wariliig 
or signal device, and it shall he un- 
lawful for any person operating any 
automobile or motor-car to make, or 
cause to be made, any unnecessary 
noise with such horn or to use the 
game except as a warning of danger, 
and shall show between the period 
from one-half hour after sundown to 
one-half hour before sunrise two lamps 
showing wkite lights visible at a dis- 
tance of three hundred feet ahead, 
aad shall show to the rear a red light 
by a separate lamp placed on the rear 
left-hand side of the vehicle showing 
to the rear. It shall be unlawful lor 
any person to run an automobile or 
similar vehicle on the lighted streets 
of the City of New Smyrna with head 
light or searchlight, unless dimmers 
are used on the same.

lamp.

corrugated or traction tires shall bo 
allowed upon the streets, avenues, or 
highways within the city limits.
